London, January 16.—A strong belief 
| prevailed in financial circles here late 

_ today ‘that negotiations for peace had 
' been reopened between the leading Boers 
and the British government. South Af- 
rican stocks rose in sympathy with the 
reports. 

The exact nature of what was going 
On was not known, but a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press learned that 
leading Boers hdd indirectly approached 
the government, protesting against the 
appropriation of farms in the Transvaal 
and Orange River colonies by British 
settlers, which system is now being rap- 
idly pushed, and that strong influence 

had been brought to bear on the Boer 
leaders to save at least a vestige of 
property for their followers. 

Boer War Discussed by Commons. 

In the house of commons the liberal 
leader, Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, 
spoke in general terms against. the 
‘course of the government in South Afri- 
ca, urging conciliation in place of brute 
‘force. He said the same, to a large 
measure, was true of Ireland, where 
the government at present was ‘‘flounder- 
ing between concession and coercion.” 
@nd urged the adoption of the most lib- 
‘eral programme toward Ireland. 

Chamberlain in Militant Mood. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, liberal, 
by attacking the institution of martial 
law in the Cape Colony and by gccusing 
the government of grossly unconstitu- 
tional conduct’ in advising the ministers 
\of Cape Colony “not to summon the- Cape- 
parliament, brought up Mr. Chambertain, 
the colonial secretary, who was in a 
most militant mood. Mr. Chamberlain 
declared that Sir William Vernén Har- 
court ought to have placed a question 
of such vast importance in the form of 
an amendment. He proceeded to justify 
absolutely the action of the Cape gov- 
ernment. Mr. Chamberlain said he did 
not care a scrap for legal opinions on 
one side or the other; that the govern- 
ment ought to deal with an emergency, 
and that {t had f6llowed tHe universal 
practice of all countries. He said also 
that the government of the Cape Colony 
should ask parliament to- indemnify 
their acts. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt’ asked: 
“When will that be done?” 

Mr. Chamberlain retorted: “When is the 
war going to end?” (Laughter and 
cheers.) 

John Redmond (chairman of the Irish 
parliamcntary party), “By the next gen- 
eral glection.”’ 

In his speech, Mr. Chamberlain pro- 
tested against the suggestion that he 
should overrule the privy council, and 
Mr. Redmond interjected: “Hear, hear, 
you ought to be king.’ 

Amid laughter, Mr. Chamberlain re- 
plied: 

“That is very good of the honorable 
gentieman, but that is not my ambition.” 

The house of commons ther adjcurned. 
Salisbury Defends His Policy. 

In the house of lords, Earl Spencer 
(liberal), criticizing the king's aidress, 
gaid that while he recognizéd the impos- 
gibility of granting the Boer demands for 
independence, he deprecated insistence 
on unconditional surrender. His lord- 
ship urged the government to pormise the 
Boers autonomy similar to that possessed 
by the governments of Australia and Can- 
ada. 

The premier, Lord Salisbury, wh se en- 
trance into the hovse was greeted with 
hearty applause, said h: was giad to 
hear Earl Spencer vent an utterance for 
which he, the premier, had been: fre- 
quently and unsparingly condemned. It 
was quite true that tic was no possi- 
bility of granting the Boers independence. 
Neither was it the government's business, 
after being gratuitously attacked, to in- 
form the Boers on what terms they would 
be forgiven, especially since the Boers 
had not yet expressed a wish to be for- 
given. 

*. Rosebery Replies to Premier. 

Replying to the premier, Lord Rose- 
bery said he favored a passive policy of 
peace, which would receive overtures 
when made and that tin this connection 
he wished to know the truth of the ru- 
mors: concerning the vig8t to London of 
Dr. Kuyper, the premier of Holland. Had 
Dr. Kuyper brought such overtures, he 
asked: 

“Not so far as I know,”’ 
Balisbury. 

“Have any overtures been received 
from the Boer leaders in Europe?” asked 
Lora Rosebery. 

Lord Salisbury answered “No.” 

After Lord Salisbury's brief reply, Lord 
Rosebery began an extended criticism 
by describing KingEdward's speech as the 
most jejune ever placed on the lips of 
any monarch.

King Edward Tells of Ques- 
tions Affecting Empire in 
Speech from Throne. 


QUEEN WENT WITH KING 
TO OPEN -N PARLIAMENT. 


Specie Not iaetiied Important. 
Enthusiasm Arouseii by King’s 
Reference to Conduct of 
British Soldiers in 
South Africa. 


London,January 16.—King Edward open- 
ed parliament today with a ceremonial 
in all essential respects similar to that 
of February last. The procession to the 
house of lords was of the same character 
as that which characterized the former 
opening by King Edward,. while within 
the upper house were seen the same 
state pageantry, the same historic 
dresses and the same revival of ancient 
forms. 

After robing, King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra entered the house of peers 
and occupied their thrones, beneath a 
canopy, with the prince and prtncess of 
Wales on either siée tf them’ The other 
members of the royal family were seated 
on chairs at the foot of the steps lead- 
ing tO ®he throne. The gentieman usher 
of the black rod, General Sir Michael 
Biddulph, having summoned the Speaker 
and the members of the house of com- 
mons, his Majesty read the Speech from 
the throne. 

The speech was not an Jmportant ut- 
terdnce. His majesty referred in terms 
of gratification tf? the wutll tour of 
the prince and princess Of Wales, ex- 
pressed regret at the fact t@at the war 
in South Africa was not concluded, said 
he trusted the decision of the sugar con- 
ference would lead to the abandohment 
of bounties, aria néted the conclusion of 
the isthmian canal treaty. 

Speech from the Throne. 

Referring to Great Britaifi's relations 
with foreign countries, the king sald: 

“My relations with the other powers 
continue to be of a friendly character.” 

Contrary to expectations, the king's 
reference to the war was just as in- 
definite as the statements on the sub- 
ject made in the last half dozen mes- 
sages from the throng. 

“T regret,’’ said his majesty, ‘‘that the 
war in South Africa is not yet concluded, 
though the course of the operations has 
been favorable to our arms, the area 
of. war largely reduced and industries 
are being resumed in my new colonies. 
In spite of the tedious character of the 
campaign, my soldiers throughout have 
displayed a cheerfulness in the endur- 
ance of the hardships incident to guer- 
rilla warfare, and a humanity, even to 
their own detriment, in their treatment 
of the enemy, which are deserving of the 
highest praise. The necessity for relieyv- 
ing those of my troops who have. most 
felt the strain of war has afforded me 
the opportunity of again availing my- 
self of the loyal and patriotic offers of 
my colonies and contingents will snort- 
ly reach South Africa from Canada, the 
commonwealth of AuS&tralia and New 
Zealand.” 

In regard to the sugar conference, the 
speech says: 

“T trust its decision may lead to the 
abandonment of the system by which the 
sugar planting colonies and home manu- 
facturers of sugar prove unfairly weight- 
ed in the prosecution of this important 
industry.”’ 

The Canal Treaty. 

Then came the following clause: 

“] have concluded with the president 
of the United States a treaty, the pro- 
visions of which will facilitate the con- 
struction of an interoceanic canal under 
guarantees that its neutralitv will be 
maintained and that it will be open to 
the commerce and shipping of all na- 
tilons.”’ 

Next followed references to the Anglo- 
Rragzilian treaty, to the referring of the 
British Gulana-Brazil boundary questions 
to the arbitration of the king of Italy, to 
the necessity for the continuance of fan- 
ine relief measures in India and to the 
death of the ameer, “whose son, Habib 
UlMah, has expressed a desire to maintain 
the friendly relations of Afghanistan 
with my Indian enpire.”

Rathbone Says He Spent Gov- 
ernment Funds To Keep 
Even with Superiors. 


HE ALLEGES THAT BROOKE

According to the Witness the Gener- 
als Furnished Their Residences 
t Cuba’s Expense — No 
Strong Points Devel- 
oped. 


Havana, January 16.—At the trial of 
the charges growing out of the Cuban 
pestoffice frauds today the examination 
of Estes G. Rathbone, ex-director zen- 
eral of posts of Cuba. was concluded. 
Rathbone was questioned further relative 
to the furnishing of his residence in E] 
Cerro, Havana, from the postal funds. 
He said he could not have been expected 
to furnish his official residence from pri- 
vate funds: that he had not known how 
long he was going to remain in Cuba, 
and that General John R. Brooke, cx- 
military governor of Cuba, and General 
William Ludlow, ex-military governor of 
the’ city of Havana, had furnished their 
Cfficial residences with government funds. 

Rathbone said his superiors knew of 
his expenditures in this respect and had 
not made objections thereto, and that 
these bills were only for moneys spent 
for house furnishing and not on his pri- 
vate a'ccount. The examination of a bill 
from a New York department § store 
shcewed that fifty pairs of hose, which it 
was alleged Rathbone bought for his pri- 
vate use, read 50 feet of hose. 

The examination of Rathbone did not 
bring out any strong points for the 2zov- 
<tnment, the matters touched upon in- 
vcelving oniy small amounts, compared 
with the large amount of the embezzln- 
nent alleged, and believed to be out of 
proportion to the sentence asked for by 
the fiscal. In most of the incidents taken 
up during Rathbone’s examination it 
was only a question of whether he had 
been authorized to make the expendi- 
tures in question and there was.a lack of 
evidence showing criminal intent. 

The matter of the expenses of the wit- 
nesses who have been brought here from 
the United States to testify in these cases 
is now worrying the postoffice officials. 
The clerk of a New York hotel, one of 
the witnesses, who was brought here to 
show that Rathbone had lived extrava- 
gantly while at his hotel, has put in a 
bill to the government of $40 a day for 
expenses, while the extras charged bring 
the total for two weeks to about $1,000.

Unruly Glove Bothers Him. 


The crowds which lined the route from 
Kuckingham palace to Westminster to 
view the procession were not so large 
as on the occasion of the last opening of 
pariament. For once royalty was iate, 
and when the king and queen drove 
from the court yard in front of Buck- 
ingham palace they were twenty minutes 
behind time, and King Edward was still 
struggling with an unruly glove. 

Their majesties were greeted enthu- 
siastically. As they sat in the great 
state coajh King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra looked for all the world like 
a flattering painting of Henry VIII and 
one of his better looking spouses. They 
bcwed somewhat wildly from their huge 
geldsand giass frame, which shook on 
its ancient springs like a ship in a storm.

Ow THE GALLOWS AT MIDNIGHT 


John Rinkard Expiated the Crime of 
Wife Murder. 

MiCnigan City, Ind., January 17.—John 
Rinkard, convicted of the murder of his 
wife at Marion in June, 1900, expiated his 
crime on the gallows a few minutes past 
midnight at the northern Indiana prison. 

S.hough he attempted to preserve the 
same stoical manner that has character- 
ized him since he attempted to take his 
own fife after killing bis wife eighteen 
months ago, he mounted the scaffold 
with a tread not of the firmest and re- 
fused to make a statement. 

The straps and noose were adjusted, 
the traps sprung at 12:11 a. m., and five 
minutes later Rinkard was pronounced 
dead by the prison physician. 


FOR A VIGOROUS CAMPAIGN. 


Democrats of Ohio Are Hopeful of 
the Future. 


Columbus, Ohio, January 16.—At a meet- 
ing of the democratic state central com- 
mittee with prominent party leaders 
held here today, it was decided to estab- 
lish permanent state headquarters in Co- 
lumbus in charge of a‘salaried secretary 
and to push the work of the party more 
viecrously in future campaigns. 

Tnere was a very genera! sentiment 
that the party ought to get together and 
organize more vigorousiy in campaigns. 
Mayor Johnson, of Cleveland, and former 
Congressman Lentz favored the imme- 
diate adoption of a declaration of princi- 
ples.

Department of Commerce Bill Taken 
Up and Is Very Sharply 
Criticised. 


Washington, January 16.—For a bricf 
time today the senate had under consid- 
eration the bill creating a department of 
commerce. The discussion tended to 
show that the mearure will have to be 
amended in many particulars before it 
can receive the approval of © the senate. 
Scrious objections were raised to the 
transfer to the proposed department of 
several important bureaus now a part of 
other departments of the government. 
Notice of several impcrtant amendments 
was given, but no definite action on the 
meas'ire was taken. 

A large number of uncontested bills 
and private perelién measures were pass- 
ed. after which the senate adjourned un- 
til Monday. 

Mr. Hoar asked thet his resolution 
adopted yesterday calling for informa- 
ticn cencerring the exaction of duty 
upon egupplies and comf»rts sent to Boer 
prisoners in Bermuda from this country 
be recalled. He explained that ihe article 
of The Hague convention upon which the 
resolution had been besed had been 
adopted by Great Britain, but had not 
been adopted by the United States. He 
said he hed been infc:med, since the 
adoption of the resoluticn, that the gov- 
ernor of Bermuda proposed to recom- 
rend to the legislature of Bermuda that 
the law exacting such duties be repealed. 
He said the exaction of stch duties was 
not a violation of treaty obligations, but 
he thought it was a matter which ought 
to be investigated. The motion to recall 
was adopted and the resolution was re- 
ferred to the committee on ioreign re- 
lations. 

A house ccneurrent resolution pro- 
viding that the two branches of congress 
eesemble in the hall of the house of 
representatives on Thursday, February 
27, to participate in services in memory 
of the late President McKinley was 
adopted. 

Mallory and Clay Explain. 

Mr. Mallory, of Florida, rising to a 
question of privilege, called attention to 
an article in a New York newspaper of 
the 14th instant, purporting to give a poll 
of the senate on the egubject of an isth- 
mian canal, in the course of which he 
was represented as beirg in favor of the 
Panama route. He said he haa no inter- 
view with any cre upcn that subject. As 
a matter of fact, the article misrepresent- 
ed him entirely. 

“Il am decidedly in favor," said he, ‘‘of 
pressing the Nicaragua project as rapid- 
ly as possible, ar:d if it were in my power 
I should be very glad to bring the mattcr 
up for a vote today.”’ 

Mr. Clay, of Georgia, made a similar 
statement about the same article, ag- 
serting that he had never intimated to 
cny one what his views on the canal 
question were, but that he did, as a fact, 
favor the Nicaragua project, end not the 
Panama route, as stated in the article in 
question. 

The bill to establish the department of 

commerce was called up by Mr. Nelson, 
of Minnesota. 
After some minor amendments to the 
measure had been offered by Mr. Nelson 
and adopted, Mr. Lodge offered an 
amendn.ent to section 2 of the biil pro- 
viding that the secretary of state should 
designate an official in his department to 
furnish instruct*ons to consular. officers 
supplied by th: eecretary of commerce 
and to prepare the dispatches of the con- 
Ssular officers for transmission to the 
secretary of commerce. 

The amendment aroused considerabl¢ 
comment, all of it being favorabie to Mr. 
La-dge’s proposition. 

Mr. Hale sharply criticised the bill. He 
said the méasure so suddenly flashed up- 
on the senate created the largest depart- 
ment in the government. The new sec- 
retary. of commerce would become the 
mcst important member of the cabinet. 
He would be even a more important 92f- 
ficial than the secretary of the treasury, 
with all of his great administrative du- 
ties. 

Tillman Talks of Scandal. 

Many bureaus had been included in the 
proposed department that have no more 
relation to commerce than light has to 
darkness. He referred particularly to the 
transfer to the new department of the 
coest and geodetic survey and urged 
that if that bureau were changed at all 
it should be placed under the navy de- 
partment. He referred to various “na- 
vies’’ In the several departments. 

This brought Mr. Tillman to his feet. 

“Tl would like to add another navy to 
those enumerated by the senator,’ he 
said. ‘“‘That is, the army transport serv- 
ice. That is assuming great proportions, 
and about it I have heard some scandal.” 

At the instance of Mr. Teller, section 6 
of the bill, providing for the transfer of 
the geological survey to the d«,artment 
of: commerce was stricken out. 

Mr. Hale gave notice of an amendment 
providing for the transfer of the coast 
and géodctic survey to the navy depart- 
ment. 

After Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, had 
criticised the bill and urged that no ae- 
tion be taken at this time, the measure 
went over.

OPENED EXPRESS SAFE 
BUT SECURED NOTHING 


Engineer and Fireman Covered by 
Revolvers and Forced To Do 
the Bidding of the Rob- 
bers—Three Suspects 
Arrested. 


Fort Smith, Ark., Jantary 16.—The 
south-bound Kansas City Southern pas- 
senger train was held up fast night at 1! 
o’clock half a mile north of Spiro, Ind. 
T., by seven masked men. The express 
and mail car were entered. The local 
safe in the express car was epencd, but 
The robbers 
tried to open the through safe, but failed. 
They rified the mail car and it is said se- 
cured a quantity of registered mall. The 
scere of the robbery is 15 miles from Fort 
Smith. A report today from there says 
that United States marshals are scouring 
the country in search of the robbers. 
Three suspects, miners, have been arrest- 
ed and taken to Poteau, Ind. T. Railroad 
and express officials decline to state how 
much booty was taken. It is said, how- 
ever, that the robbers got away with 
$2,000. 

The robbers flagged the train between 
Spiro and Redland. While two of the 
seven men covered the engineer and fire- 
man with revolvers others forced a porter 
who had appeared on the steps of the 
forward coach to uncouple the baggage 
car from the train. John Block, a trav- 
eling salesman from Yort Smith, alighted 
from the train and was about to fire uopn 
one of the robbers when he was prevent- 
ed by Conductor Suilivan, who feared’ 
that the men would fire into the passen- 
ger coaches. 

The baggage car uncoupled, the en- 
gineer was compelled to pull up the road 
a distance of 1 mile. Tlh@re the robbers, 
after disarming the messenger, went 
through the baggage and mafl car. Their 
work finished, one of the robbers handed 
the messenger the revolver taken from 
him and all made for the timber. Post- 
office officials here deny that any regis- 
tered mail was taken and the express 
officials say that one package containing 
$3 covers their loss. 

Spiro is a small station near the Ar- 
kansas river in Indian ‘territory. It is 
a desolate place in the timber, which af- 
fords good cover for robbery. Poteau, 
the second station south from Spuiro, 
was the scene of a former frain hold-up.

January 16.—The coroner's 
inquest to determing the responsibility 
for the death of seventeen. persons in the 
New York Central tunnel last week was 
begun today. Coroner Scheler presided.

Policeman P. H. Fox said he asked 
Wisker, engineer of the White Plains 
train what had caused the accident, and 
Wisker replied: “There was a _ train 
passing and the smoke and steam shut 
cff the signals.’’ 

Joseph H. Franklin, manager of ihe 
Grand Central depot, admitted that he 
had received many cginplaints from 
trainmen regarding the signal lights in 
the tunnel. These men had called his 
attention to the fact that on foggy days 
the lights could be seen only a short dis- 
tance. 

‘So, especially during the winter months 
in New York,” District Attorney Jerome 
asked, “there are many days on which 
the signals in the tunnel can be seen 
cnly a short distance.”’ 

Witness admitted that this was the 
cese. On the day of the wreck, however, 
he said, he considered that conditions 
were favorable. He said that 323 schedule 
trains ran through the tunnel every day. 

Mr. Frankiin said he was under the or- 
ders Of President Newrran, of the New 
Y¥crk Central, and President Hall, of the 
New Haven and Hartford road.

MUCH MONEY FOR LEARNING. 


Mississippi Probably Gives $2,500,- 
000 for Two Years. 
Jackson, Miss., January 16.—(Special.)— 
It is practically settled that Mississippt 
will spend $2,500,000 on the public schools 
of the commonwealth during the next 
two vears. This is exclusive of the funds 
raised in the various counties by special 
or general. levy, and means only the 
amount to be appropriated from the gen- 
¢ral fund in the state treasury for schoo! 

purposes. 

A bill carrying an appropriation of $1,- 
20,000 per year for the common schools/ 
passed the howise yesterday and a similar 
measure was reported today by the 
finance committee of the senate. The 
original senate appropriation bill carried 
an appropriation of $1,360,000 per year, but 
when the measure was reported from 
the committee on schools and colléges an 
emendment changing the sum to $1,250,000 
was offered by Senator Broyles and the 
entire subject-matter sent to the com-, 
mittee on finarncé. This body, it is learn- 
ed, will -report in~- favor .of. the latter 
amount. : 

The last appropriation for the common 
schools was $2,000,000 for the  bienntal 
period, and the new appropriation is 
therefore an ‘ncrease of $500,000 over this 
sum. It goes through with practically 
ro opposition and the per capita for 
each child of educable age is increased 
from $2.62 to $3.6. Somewhat in contrast 
to this per capita is that of the four 
educational] institutions supported by the 
state and devoted to higher training, at 
which the per capita. is $81.07.

SON KILLED ENTIRE FAMILY 


And Then Put and End to His Own 
Life. 

Washington, January 16.-lFive Indians 
were killed during the recent trouble at 
the Tongue river agency in Montana, ac- 
cording to the official report received by 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs Jones to- 
day from Agent Clifford. The agent ree- 
omménds that fifty men frem the Untted 
States army, under command of an offi- 
cer, be stationed permanently at Camp 
Merritt, near the agency. Now there are 
only eleven men under a sergeant at 
Camp Merritt. 

The report shows that the recent trou- 
ble began on the 4th instant, when two 
Indian police reported that an Indian 
named White had fresh beef in his cabin, 
coincident with the unlawful killing and 
muiililation of several head of cattle east 
ef Tongue river. White three timed re- 
fused to surrender and wanted to fight. 
Then Private Whiteshield and six other 
police went for White, finding him on a 
hill near His cabin. Little Bear, another 
Incian, made an inflammatory speech and 
with his wife and daughter, gave a war 
cry and tried to stab Whiteshield. White 
shot and killed sn Indian policeman 
named Bullard and killed one horse and 
wounded another. The police were re- 
pulsed. 

White threatened to raid the agency 
and the entire police force was held in 
reserve for some time. On the 8th instant 
White and his wife, son and diughter 
were found dead. It was believed that 
the son opposed his father surrendering 
himself and killed the father and the 
others of the family and then committed 
suicide.

CORN SCARCE, LABOR COMES. 


Conditions Make Alabama Negroes 
Glad To Sign Contracts. 

Montgomery, Ala... January 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The complalnts of scarcity of labor 
in the black belt are rather more em- 
phatic than usual of late, but in fhe last 
few days the situation has improved. The 
lack of corn in the country and the conse 
quent outlook made the negroes restless, 
but it has aiso had the effect of forcing 
them to go into contract in order to get 
food. Lowndes is the only county in this 
part of the state which is suffering from 
the jioss of labor. It Is given over to 
large plantations and the tenant system. 
The whites are fewer in numbers, rela- 
tively, than in any other county, and 
they have held the negro population with 
a rather firm hand. The negroes in con- 
siderable numbers have moved to adja- 
cent counties In search of a milder re- 
gime. 

From some portions of west Alabama 
there is reported quite an exodus to the 
Mississippi bottoms. Dr. M. B. Cameron, 
of Sumter county, who has been severa! 
times in the legislature and is a trust- 
worthy man, was here the other day and 
gave it as his careful judgment that a 
thousand families had gone from that 
county alone. The labor agents, it is 
said, pay up their old debts and furnish 
the transportation. 

Dr. Cameron reported a dearth of corn 
in that section and a rather discouraging 
situation. 

The white sections of the state and the 
regions of small farms cultivated by ne- 
groes have made no complaint.

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‘ Full Term County Schools. 

I> February the citizens of Fulton 
couuty will have an opportunity of 
voting for long-term schools. The 
citizens of Atlanta, East Point and 
Hapeville will not take part in this 
vote, as they have already secured this 
Erivilege. Several years ago the cit- 
izens of Fulton were given an oppor- 
tunity of saying whether or not they 
desired a longer term than that ef- 
forded by the state fund, but the nec- 
essary two-thirds of “the registered 
vote was not secured, although sev- 
eral districts gave majorities for the 
measure. Recently the present county 
school commissioner has received four 
different petitions, containing from 
thirty to fiftv names each. asking that 
an election be held at an early day 

im viuer wo give ine ciuzens of the 
county an opportunity for voting upon 
this question. It is in response to 
these petitions that the election has 
been called for the 27th of February. 
This'is an important question that 
the voters of the county will have to 
decide at that time. Long-term 
! Is mean that the parents of Ful- 
county can give their children 
. Something like the same preparation 
for the battle of life that is afforded 
the boys and girls living in most of 
the citfes.and towns and in four of 
the counties of the state. Those four 
counties—Bibb, Richmond, Chatham 
and Glynn—have had such a rural sys- 
tem for years, while Fulton county 
has been content hitherto to take 
merely the five months’ tuition given 
by the state. Twelve of our twenty- 
seven white rural schools are now in 
peration for nine .oonths in the year, 
he patrons making up the deficiency 

y the payment of tuition fees, but 

his experiment not only bears heavily 
m those patrons who are willing to 

ay its cost, but-it debars the chil- 
iren of those who are uaable to pay 
hese fees. The consequence is that 
t is almost impossible to keep up a 

aform course of study in such 
schools. 

Long-term schools tend to increase 
the value of land in the county where 
they operate. The proofs are at hand 
to show that this has been the case 
in other places, as in the county of 
Bibb, for instance. ‘The state schoo) 
commissioner in his last report to the 
legislature said: “Bibb county has 
nine months’ schools absolutely free 
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ful consideration. The case in the in- 
terest of tariff concessions to Cuba is 
made out by:him in a cogent and con- 
clusive argument, if we are to accept 
his point of view.’ His chief premise, 
which threads through his entire con- 
tention, is that the United States are 
morally bound to follow up the'r work 
of making Cuba free and independent 
by also making her prosperous and 
self-supporting. That is a very broad 


‘and paternal proposition and one that 


will not, we take it, be very generally 
accepted by the American people, 

The question at issue is now up to 
congress and that body must settle it. 
Three lines of policy are open to it. 
They are to maintain the protective 
tariff rates on sugar and tobacco as 
they now stand in the. Dingley act, 
or to give Cuba a special grant 
of free trade in those articles, 
or to give Cuba a reduction of the 
Dingley rates in return for preferen- 
tial rates upon certain American 
products. 

Everybody understands that the 
mafntenance of the present sugar and 
tobacco rates means that Cuba must 
sell us those products for less than 
the cost of their production. Three 
years of that sort of business has 
brought the producers of the island 
to their present condition, where they 
are threatened with the ruin of their 
industries and the consequent impov- 
erishment of the people dependent 
upon them. Out of that situation we 
would permit them mo way of escape 
but a quick appeal to us to annex their 
country as a possession of the United 
States. 

The free trade proposition is the 
one which the democratic people of 
this country would prefer, excepting 
the Louisiana cane growers, but the 
republican majority may be depended 
upon to utterly and promptly refuse 
that settlement of the question. 

The solution asked by the Cubans, 


favored by the president, Secretary

in return for which Cuba will give to 


the United States such rates on cer-

HOWARD'S DOOM IS SEALED 
He Is Convicted of Murdering Henry 


FEBRUARY 13 DAY OF HANGING 


John Bates, Charged with Murder of 
Ephriam White, Is Acquitted 
by the Jury. 


Macon, Ga., January 16.—(Spetial.)—E. 
G. Howard was found guilty today of 
the murder of Henry Hammond by a jury 
in the superior court and sentenced to 
hang February 13. The case was taken 
up yesterday morning, the trial consum- 
ing all of yesterday and today until 10 
o'clock, when the verdict was rendered. 
The jury in the case was out only about 
an hour. 

On Christmas night Howard went to 
the dance hall run by Henry Hammoné 
in connection with a saloon on Fourti: 
street. Taking out a revolver, Howard 
announced that his weapon contained five 
bullets and he expected to empty the 
contents into any person who attempted 
to interfere with him during the night. 
Hammond went to him and told him that 
he must either stop cursing or leave the 
place. Howard refused to do either and 


Hammond attempted to put him out ’ 


Howard fired several shots at Hammond, 
two of which took effect and caused 
Hammond's death a few days later. 

After shooting Hammond Howard made 
his escape, going to Alabama, where he 
was Captured a few days after Hammond 
cied. When the case was called in the 
superior court yesterday the murderer 
was without counsel, and Judge Felton 
appointed C. M. Sellers, the only negro 
lawyer at the Macon bar, to defend him. 

After the trial of the Howard case the 
court took up the case of Joun Bates, 
another negro charged wivh murder. 

Two days before Christmas Bates st:uck 
a negro named Ephriam White in the 
face with a brick. White was sent 
to the hospital, where he died 
a few days later. After the difficulty 
between the two negroes Bates escaped 
and was captured in Twiggs county a few 
days ago and brought back to Macon to 
stand trial. 

The jury today decided that White was 
the aggressor in the case and that Bates 
was justified in defending himself. A 
verdict of not guilty was returned after 
the jury had been out but a few minutes.

Savannah Street Railway Deal Is 
kanalily Completed. — 


PARSONS STOCK TRANSFERRED 


It Is Believed New Regime Will 
Mark Best in History of the 


City. 


Savannah, Ga., January 16.—(Special.)— 
The transfer of the Parsong street rail- 
way interests, including all the street 
railway lines of Savannah and Chatham 
county, and the consolidation of these 
companies with the Edison Electric Il- 
luminating Company is now an accom- 
plished fact. The Savannah Electric 
Company is the name of the new cor- 
poration which now controls all the street 
railway and lighting facilities in Chat- 
ham county and George J. Baldwin is the 
president. 

The deal for the street railway lines 
was practically completed some time ago. 
but it was not finally wound up until 
today. A telegram from President Bald- 
win to his agent in New York caused 
the delivery there of a certified check 
fer a specified amount, which has not 
been made public, to George Parsons for 
so many years the street railway mag- 
nate of Savannah. Another certified 
check, also for a large and unknown 
amount, was delivered in New York to 
the agent of J. H. Fall, of Nashville. 
vice president of the Savannah, Thunder- 
bolt and Isle of Hope Company, and next 
to Mr. Parsons the largest holder of the 
stocks and bonds. 

Mr. Fall is the only survivor financial- 
ly speaking of the Nashville syndicate 
which invested so heavily in the old Sa- 
vannah Belt Line in 1890. The Nashville 
people equipped their line with electricity, 
but did not find the expertment a paying 
one and later consolidated with the new 
Savannah Electric railway under the 
rresidency of J. 8..Collins. 

A bitter fight ensued between the Col- 
bns and the Parsons lines, fares being 
reduced to 1 cent. The result war that 
the Blectric railway was forced into a 
receivership and was finally bought up 
and consolidated with the Parson lines. 

Mr. Parsons’ share from his holdings 
here is estimated at not less than $1.500,000 
cash. He has been interested in Savan- 
rah street railways for more than a 
quarter of a century, beginning with a 
small horse car line and gradually ex- 
tending it until he became the head of 
a large corporaticn. 

Bulletin, No. 1 was issued today by 
Presider.t Baldwin announcing the ap- 
pointment of G. O. Nagle, of Chicago, 
as manager of the Savannah Electric 
Company, with jurisdiction over all de- 
partments. L. H. MelIntyre, who has 
had charge of the lines fcr Mr. Parsons 
for the last year, will return to his home 
in Vermont, where he is a member of 
the city councll. 

The new company has a total capitali- 
gaticn of $6,500,000, of which $3,000,000 is 
bonds, $1,000,000 preferred stock and $2,- 
£00,000 common stock. 

The new consolidation meets with favor, 
as it is generally beHeved that it will 
result in giving Savannah the most com- 
plete and satisfactory street railway ser- 
vice that she has ever had. It is under- 
stood to be the purpose of the company 
to spend a very large sum in improve- 
*%ents of both its lighting and street rail- 
way plants.

Tomb Now Marks Grave of This Man 
of God.

Erected by voluntary 
contributions of the people, irrespective 
of creed, as a tribute of love and respect 
to the memory of the noble man, tne 
lifelong friend of the orphans, the true 
priest of God, who lies’ buried here.

WORT IN HIS ACCOUNTS 
SEVERAL HUNDRED DOLLARS 


Confession Is Made with Statement 
That His Safe Was Robbed. 
Believes He Can “Fix It 
Up’—He Failed To 
Make Bond. 


Dr. James E. Asbury, a well-known 
Negro physician, who has had charge of 
the subpostoffice at 182 West Mitchell 
street, was arrested yesterday morning 
about 11 o’clock by United States inspec- 
tors on the charge of embezzlement. 

Asbury is some $500 or $600 short in his 
accounts, the money having been _ re- 
ceived by him for stamps and money 
orders, which he failed to turn over to 
the postoffice department. 

The arrest of Asbury created a flurry 
in postoffice circles, as he has hitherto 
stood high both as a colored citizen and 
as @ physician. For twenty years he has 
practiced medicine among his people and 
ft was thought he was very successful 
financially. At one time he owned a 
flourishing drug store. . 

On May 1, 1899, he was appointed as 
cierk in charge of a subpostoffice at No. 
182 West Mitchell street. His reputation 
asa physician and a druggist caused the 
department to beheve the appointment 
was a good one. The subpostoffice did a 
good business and was quite an accom- 
moOdation to the citizens in the first ward. 

Inspection Was Ordered. 

A few days ago the department became 
suspicious as Asbury’s office had been 
falling off rapidly in business. An in- 
spection was ordered and yesterday morn- 
ing his books were examined. it was 
quickly discovered that Asbury was sev- 
eral hundred dollars short and he was 
at once placed under arrest. 

Yesterday afternoon Asbury was taken 
before Commissioner Colquitt and re- 
manded to jail in default of a $1,000 bond. 

The exact amount of the shortage is 
not yet known. as the books will have to 
be examined for several months back be- 
fore the figures can be ascertained. It 
may go over $600. but it is not believed 
the amount will reach as much as $1,000. 

The officials decline to give out any 
statement at this time, but merely state 
that Asbury is held for embezzlement for 
an amount approximating $50). 

Prisoner Makes a Statement. 

The doctor was seen last night in the 
Tower by a reporter of The Constitution. 
He begged that his name be left out of 
the paper on account of his standing as 
a physician. 

He admitted he was several hundred 
doHars short in his accounts with the 
postoffice department and said it was due 
to his having lost some money. 

“Somebody stole a lot of money from 
the safe in my office,’ he stated, ‘and 
that was what first caused my trouble. 
1 left my safe open and I! found the 
money gone. I did not know exactly how 
much was taken. I kept the matter quiet, 
hoping io receive enough from my prac- 
tice to repay what had been taken. I got 
the accounts mixed up and I did not 
know how I stood. Then the inspectors 
came this morning and found by my 
books that I had not made a correct re- 
If I had 
wished to commit a fraud I could have 
falsified my books, but I kept them as 
straight as I knew how. [ think the 
whole matter will be fixed up, as I have 
frierds whom I believe will come to my 
aid and pay the government what I owe.”’ 


Is a Licensed. Physician. 

Asbury came to Atlanta twenty years 
ago from Nashville, where he graduated 
in medicine at a college. He was said 
to be a good physician and soon had a 
fine practice. His health becume impair- 
ed, he states, and his practice fell off. 
He had to sell out his drug store to get 
mon& to live on while sick. 

Asbury will probably spend a term in 
the United States penitentiary and may 
be one of the first inmates of the new 
federal] prison. His statement about the 
w.atter being ‘‘fixed up’ by the payment 
of the money taken is doubtless based 
on.a mistaken idea of justice as meted 
out by Uncle Sam, as it is a serious tmat- 
ter to unlawfully meddle with the old 
man’s cash. 

The shortage will be further investi- 
gated by the postoffice inspectors today 
and a full] report forwarded to Washing- 
ton by Postmaster Smyth in a few days.

‘HOODOO’ AFTER 
THE KREIS JURY 


Bailiff’'s Mistake Deprived 
the Panel of Dinner 
Yesterday. 


ONE JUROR HURT AND TRIAL 
PROCEEDS WITHOUT HIM 


Eleven Men Asked To Be Rec’girged 
at 4 O’Clock in the Afternoon, 
end Verdict, if Made, 
Will Be Sealed. 


From their breakfast hour until the 
evening meal without a morsel of food 
was the experience yesterday of the 
eleven men comprising the jury in the 
Kreis contest case, which has been on 
trial before Judge Lumpkin in the Sue 
perior court all the week. 

This state of affairs was due to a mijs- 
understanding of the court's orders “by 
the bailiff in charge of the jury. When 
court adjourned yesterday afternoon at 
the usual hour Judge Lumpkin admon- 
ished Deputy Sheriff Goldsmith -nd the 
court bailiff to keep the jury together 
and bring the members back to the court- 
house not later than 3:30 o'clock. 

The understanding of all in the court 
room was that the jury would, of course, 
be taken out to dinner, but the jury at- 
tendant misunderstood the order and as 
a consequence the jurymen went hungry. 

Before leaving the court house last 
night Judge Lumpkin explained the mat- 
ter to the members of the jury and ex- 
pressed regret that his remarks were 
not understood by the bailiff. The jurors 
were told to eat a hearty supper to make 
up for the meai which they had missed 
and it is to be expected that none of 
them disregarded this suggestion. 

Only Eleven Men in Box. 

There have been a number of inferest- 
ing features to the Kreis case, not the 
least being the fact that for several 
days the trial has proceeded with but 
eleven jurors in the box. On Tuesdav 
O. B. Langford, one of the members of 
the jury, was kick@a by a mule and so 
serious was the injury that he was un- 
able to cgntinue in attendance on the 
court. Both sides agreed to proceed with 
the trial with but eleven men and to 
this number falls the lot of making up 
the verdict. 

The jury is now composed of the fol- 
lowing named men: 

Edward Hrooks, F. M. Marsh, T. K, 
Waits. J. J. Neese. J. B. Adams, H. T. 
Huff. B. P. Butler. G. T. R. Fraser, W. 
J. Johnson, B. ER. L. Timmons and A. P.

Mr. Langford was juror No. ll. 

It was twelve minutes of 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon when the jury re- 
tired to make up its verdict. At 4 o’clock 
word was sent to Judge Lumpkin that 
the jury desired to be recharged and 
court was convened again for this pur- 
pose. An hour and a half later, the at- 
torneys having sagreed that if a verdtct 


Sheriff Goldsmith, Judge Lumpkin called 
the jury into the court room, explained 
the matter and gave orders that the jur- 
ors be taken to the hotel for supper. 

The verdict, if made last night, will be 
read in open court this morning at 9 
o'clock. The bailiff was instructed fo 
keep the jury together and to see that 
they were made comfortable at the hotel. 

Judge Lumpkin’s Able Charge. 

At the usual hour yesterday morning 
the trial was resumed. All the evidence 
had been introduced by Wednesday af- 
ternoon and Judge E. C. Kontz had de- 
livered his argument. When he finished 
Judge James A. Anderson presented his 
client’s side of the case, and it was while 
he was speaking that court adjourned 
for the day. He resumed his argument 
yesterday morning and was followed by 
Colonel John B. Goodwin, while Colone] 
James W. Austin made the concluding ar- 
gument. 

Shortly after the noon hour Judge 
Lumpkin began his charge to the jury. 
In order to have no unnecessary inter- 
ruptions he ordered that no one be al- 
lowed to leave or enter the court room 
during the delivery of the charee. This 
rule was strictly enforced by the deputy 
sheriff and the court attendants. 

Judge Lumpkin’s charge was an able 
one. He explained the law in the case 
clearly and concisely and concluded at 
12:40 o'clock, having consumed about 
forty minutes. 

The Kreis case {s one of the most re- 
markable that has occupled the attention 
of the Fulton county courts for a long 
time. When Jacob Kreis died last year 
he left an estate estimated to be worth 
about $15,000. This estate consisted of 
a large lot on Whitehall street near the 
junction of Windsor street and of pfrop- 
erty in the Battle Hill district. 

Two Claim Estate. 

He died intestate and Mrs. Marie 
Kreis, claiming to be his widow, applied 
to the ordinary for leters of administra- 
tion on the estate. Later Mrs. Sallie 
Kreis, also alleging that she was Krets’ 
widow, filed a caveai declaring that she, 
and not Mrs. Marie Kreis, was the proper 
person to administer the estate. Both 
sides employed able counsel and by mu- 
tual agreement the case was taken to 
the superior court for adjudicatton. 

The trial before a jury began Monday 
morning and considerable testimony of 2 
h@shly interesting nature has been brought 
to light, with all of which the _ read- 
ing public is more or less familiar. The 
trial has attracted much attention and 
the co.rt room yesterday was éomfort- 
ably filled. 

Several of the lawyers interested in the 
case waited in the court room nearly all 


ordered locked up for the night. The 
case is a decidedly complicated one ac- 
cording to the evidence and it was the 
opinion of many that the jury would be 
out a considerable length of time.

AN INSURANCE QUESTION. 

N interesting insurance question haf 

been raised by 8S. B. Townes, an at- 
torney cf Atlanta, in a letter written to 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright. 

Mr. Townes in its letter quotes para- 
graph 5, of section i2 of article 3 of the 
constitution of Georgia, which says “all 
life insurance companies’ which are in- 
corporated in Georgia and do business in 
this state shall make a deposit of $100,906 
with the state treasurer or with some 
corporation approvéd by the comptroller 
general before they shall be granted a 
licens? to do business in Georgia or else- 
where. 

It is held by Mr. Townes that the con- 
stitution makés no 4istinction, but re- 
quires this deposit of “ali” life insur- 
ance companies alike, and that assess- 
‘meént Mfe companiés are just As much 
life inurance companies as are those 
which do business on a legal reserve 
basis. He asserts that in the absence 
of a statute on the subject the comp- 


troller general must act in accordance 
with the ccrstitution and require ‘such 
ccmpanies to make this depcsit. He 
further contends that even if there is a 
statute on the subject making a discrim- 
ination between these classes of com- 
panies, it is in viclation of the consti- 
tution, and is void. 

Comptroller Generai Wright holds that 
the language of the constitution does not 
include assessment life companies, and 


'in this position he is upheld by Attorney 


General J. M. Terreil, who has given him 
an op'nion with regard to it. A distinc- 
tion has always been made, he says, be- 
tween assessment companies and those 
vihich do business on a legal re. rve 
basis. This distinction has always been 
made not only in Georgia, but in ail 
other states cf the union. 

Particularly was such aé_ distinction 
made in the act of the Georgia legisla- 
ture of 1887. Section 5 ef this act, in ac- 
cordance with the constitution requires 
that a deposit of $100,000 be maue ag

stated, by all companies doing business 
on a legal reserve basis. Subsequent sec- 
tions lay down. the conditions under 
which legal reserve companies may do 
business-In the stete. After all this sec- 
tion 14 of the act takes up assessment 
life companies and prescribes conditions 
for them, showing clearly, as has been 
held by the comptroller general and the 
attcrney general, that a definite distinc- 
tion is made between these two classes 
of companies. In ail acts relating to in- 
surance companies since the adoption of 
this constitution of 1877, this distinction 
has been recognized. 

Under a recent law, however, assess- 
ment life companies are required to make 
a deposit of $20,000 by the ist of Janu- 
ary, 1903. It would be practically impos- 
sible for such companies to make a de- 


| posit of $100,000 since they have no capi- 


tal for such purposes. 

There was only cne legal reserve com- 
pany organized in Georgia, the Cotton 
States Life Insurance Company. That 
company went into liquidation about 
1884 or 1885, but during its existence it 
made the required deposit of $100,000. 


BECK SOON TO ANNOUNCE. 


T was reported at the capitol yester- 
day on, pretty good authority that A. 
J. Beck, county school commissioner of 


DeKalb county, would, within the next 
few days, announce his candidacy for the 
Office of state school commissioner 
against State School Commissioner G. R. 
Glenn, who is a candidate for reelection, 
and W. B. Merritt, of Valdosta, county 
school cemmissioner of Lowndes county, 
who has also stated that he will be in 
the race. 

Some time ago the report came to At- 
lanta that Mr. Beck was considering the 
matter and wanted to run, but that he 
would first look over the field. Now it is 
stated he has reached-a conclusion and 
his announcement will be forthcoming 
within a few days. 

Mr. Beck, besides being school commis- 
sioner of DeKalb county, is a Baptist 
preacher. He is also a schoo! teacher, 
which profession he has followed most of 
his life. His friends in DeKalb county, 
it is said, have been anxious for him ts 
make the race and he has finally agreed 
to do so 

With two candidates in the field besides 
Commissioner Glenn, who is well-known 
and has friends all over the state, it 
looks as if the race will be an interest- 
ing one. 


PAYING THE PENSIONS. 


HE ‘state’s pension fund is going out 
fast now that Pension Commissioner 
Lindsey has begun work on his rolls, 


and it looks as if it will continue to go 
cut at the rate of about $25,000 a day 


until all the pensions are paid. 


Up to the, close of business yesterday 
State Treasurer Park had paid out about 
$60,000 on the pension commissioner’s war- 
rants. These are only the temporary 
warrants whieh will be consolidated into 
one large warrant drawn by the governor 
when the payments are completed. 

Of the amount the treasurer has paid 
out so far, about $50,000 of it has gone 
to pensioners in Atlanta, and there are 
still others in Fulton county to be paid. 
Treasurer Park yesterday paid $4,725 to 
Ordinary Manson, of Clayton county, 
for the pensioners: there, and he will dis- 
tribute it. About $6,000 was also paid out 
to Cobb county pensioners, and most of 
the checks were taken to them by Ordi- 
nary Awtry. 

There will not be many more of the 
pensioners to call at the capitol them- 
selves for their checks because the dis- 
tance is too far. Either the ordinary 
of the county will come and get the 
checks for them or power of attorney 
be given one of the capitol officials to 
perform this service as is usually done. 


HAVE NOT PAID TAXES. 
HERE are _ several small railroads 
throughout the state which have not 

vet paid their taxes. and Comptroller 
General Wright is after them with a 
view to bringing about a settlement at 
once. The Savannah and “Statesboro, 
which is one of these, just sent in its re- 
turns yesterday. The returns were mada 
out before, but were returned to the com- 
pany for correction. In some way they 
were lost, and a duplicate had to be made. 

There are some fifteen or twenty small 
railroads in different paris of the state, 
including several street railroads, which 
have not paid their taxes of 1901. Comp- 
troller General Wright yesterday sent 
out notices to all these that the matter 
must be straightened out at once, and 
that he would expect checks from thm 
without delay

An interesting suit was that filed yes- 
terday in the city court by the Howard 
Transfer Company against John W, Gam- 
nel, a former employes. The transfer 
company seeks to recover from Gamme: 
$759.78 which, it is alleged. was the 
amount of chortage of. G. L 8S. Watt, 
who was formerly employed as cashier 
by the transfcr people. 

The papers in the case set forth that 
Gammel signed a paper agreeing to be re- 
sponsible for Cashier Watt, and a copy 
of th:s alleged agrcemen* is incorporated 
in the pleadings. The tcansfer company 
declares that in 1%0 Gammel was in its 
employ, and that Watt applied for a po- 
sition as cashier at the office of the com- 
pany at the Western and Atlantic depot. 

It is claimed that the company was not 
willing to employ Watt unless some one 
would agree to be responsible for any 
shortage that might occur in the 
cashier’s accounts. Claim is also made 
that Gammel, in consideration of $5, ex- 
ecuted an agreement whereby he held 
himself liable for any shortage not ex- 


ceeding $1,000. The company alleges that | 


in October of last year young Watt ab- 
sconded, and that wher his hooks were 
examined it was found that he was’short 
in his accounts. 

It is averred tkat demand has ‘been 
made on Gammel to make good this 
amount under the alleged agreement, but 
he refuses to pay the shortage which is 
said to exist. The company also seeks 
to have him pay interest from November 
1 of last year. The transfer company is 
represented by Attorneys Smith, Ham- 
mond & Smith.

COUNTY MAY HAVE 


LONG TERM SCHOOLS | 


Special Election Te Determine Matter 
To Be Held in February. 


MEANS SMALL TAX LEVY 


Common Schools Now Keep Open for 
Only Five Months in the Year 
and New System Will 
Extend Term Four 
Months. 


On the 27th of next month the citizens 
cf Fulton county outside of Atlanta, 
East Point and Hapeville, wil! have an 
opport.nity >f voting fcr full-term pub- 
lic schools. This election was made 
possible by the passage of a bil! in the 
last legislature) and the election will be 
edvertised shortly by the ordinary ac- 
cording to law. 

At present the state only appropriates 
enough morey to the common schools of 
this county to run them for about five 
months in fhe year. Last year three 
numerously signed petitions were pre- 
sented to County School Superintendent 
M. L. Brittain asking that the proper 
steps be taken to permit of the school 
terms being mide nie months and uni- 
tfcrm throughcut the county. 

The matter was taken up at once and 
the bill was introduced in the general 
assembly providirg for this election. 

in Fulton county, outside of the three 
towns named, there are twenty-seven 
white and fifteen negro schools. Twelve 
of the’ white schools hold long sessions 
because the citizcrs in the communities 
in which’ they are located contribute the 
funds necerysary to kcep them open 
lcnger than five months. 

If two-thirds of the registered voters 
of the county wh» are interested in the 
matter vote for the long term, it will 
crly mean a special tax Jevy of $2.50 on 
the $1,000 to establish a uniform system, 
and ai the same time improve the schools 
in other ways. Ths money will go to- 
ward paying teachers’ salarice and in 
Keeping up the school houses. 


Those Who Will Vote. 


Atlanfa has had this uniform system | 
for about twenty-five years: East Poing | 


has had it for three years, and Hapeville 
established a like system two years ago. 
The citizens of these three incorporated 
towns will, therefore, not take part in 
the election For the remainder of the 
county the state appropriates yearly 
$14,609 for school purposes. 

This amount fis just su‘ficient to keep 
the schools open from Nevembher to 
April. Elections such as will be held in 
this county next month have already been 
held in the counties of Bibb, Richmond, 
Glynn and Chatham. Bibb county, and 
Macon is included, spends yearly about 
$80,000 for school purposes. Of this 
amount the state furnishes $25,000 and the 
remaining $55,000 is raised by the peuple 
in Bibb county by a special tax levy.

Those Subject to Duty in Falton Are 
Being Notified. 


CARDS TO BE SCATTERED 


Persons Who Pay $2.50 Will Not 
Have To Work the Roads in 
Their Districts—Notices 
Are Sent to Over- 
seers. 


Road overseers all over Fulton county 


| are being notified to acquaint persons 


in their districts that the annual road 
tax is now due. 

The tax amounts to $2.50 in each case. 
It is expected that the county board will 
make a ruling, as was done last year, 
to the effect that those subject to road 
duty and who fail to pay by a certain 
time, must work the roads.

The Southern and Southwestern Rail- 
way Club held its quartefly meeting in 
Atlanta yesterday.

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PRESIDENT J. H. WATTERS, 
Who Presided at the Meeting of 

the Southern and Southwestern 

Railway Club Yegterday. 
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J. H. Watters, of Augusta, master me- 
chanic of the Georgia railroad, who is 
president of the club, was on hand and 
presided. Secretary W. A. Lowe was 
also in his place, as he is at all the 
meetings of the club. 

About fifty members of the club were 
in attendance, which is an excellent 
showing for this Season of the year, when 
s0 much construction work is being laid 
Out by the different roads. 

Only one subject came before the club 
for discussion. Messrs. Corinth, Nix 
and Goodyear read papers on ‘‘The Paint- 
ing of Freight Cars by Hand v. Spray.”’ 
The reading of the paper was followed 
by a general discussion in which a num- 
ber of the members of the club told of 
their experiences in the use of the two 
methods.

The small number of outside railway 
men visiting Atlanta since the begin- 
ning of 1902 is a fact which is causing 
much comment among the railway fra- 
ternity. Despite the fact that all busi- 
ness is good, fewer railroad men have 
been in Atlanta the last fifteen days 
than have been here in a period of like 
length at any time within recent years. 

The pass situation is universally as- 
signed as the cause of this dearth of 
visiting railway men. Even roads which 
have anhounced that they wilk exchange 
passes have not sent them all out, and 
many railroad men are without trans- 
portation. As a consequence they are 
clinging very close to their headquar- 
ters.
